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Births . One  hundred  and  sixty-four  babies  were  bom  in  the  County  and 
a further  69O  were  registered  as  bom  outside  the  area  to  mothers  resident  in 
the  County,  making  a total  of  854 » of  which  459  were  boys  and  595  girls. 

The  resultant  crude  birth  rate  per  1,000  estimated  population  was  19.7 
as  compared  with  19.1  for  1967. 

Premature  Births.  Thirty-six  mothers  gave  birth  to  premature  live 
babies.  In  addition  there  were  six  premature  stillbirths.  Details  of  birth 
weights  are  given  in  Appendix  No,  2. 

Stillbirths.  One  stillbirth  occurred  in  the  County.  Six  mothers 
resident  in  the  County  suffered  stillbirths  outwith  the  County.  Two  of 
these  mothers  had  arranged  for  home  confinement  but  were  transferred  to 
hospital  as  emergency  cases. 

Maternal  Mortality.  No  death  due  to  pregnancy  nor  childbirth  occurred. 

Infantile  Mortality.  Sixteen  babies  (9  boys  and  7 girls)  died  in  the 
first  year  of  life,  of  these,  three  died  within  24  hours  of  birth  and  a 
further  four  before  they  reached  the  age  of  one  month. 

Congenital  abnormalities  incompatible  with  life  we re  the  cause  of  death 
of  two  of  the  young  babies.  Respiratory  difficulty  during  and  immediately 
after  birth  was  given  as  the  cause  of  death  in  the  other  five,  prematurity 
being  a contributory  cause  in  three  cases. 

Statistics  for  Clackmannan  County  compared  with  those  for  the  previous 
year  and  for  Scotland  as  a whole  are  given  in  the  table  below  and  show  a 
welcome  reduction  in  the  neo-natal  death  rate  and  stillbirth  rate,  which 
is  reflected  in  the  peri -natal  death  rate.

Diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation  continued  to  be  the  chief  cause  of 
death  and  were  responsible  for  41.03  per  cent  of  the  total  deaths. 

The  relative  importance  of  the  various  causes  of  death  is  unchanged  and 
is  shown  overleaf  as  a percentage  of  the  total  deaths  and  the  same  is  shown  for 
deaths  in  the  age-group  45  - 65  years.

Although  the  exact  cause,  or  causes,  of  this  disease 
ot  yet  known,  it  is  prevalent  in  all  Western  civilised  countries.  Some 
n associated  factors  are  physical  inactivity,  cigarette-smoking  and  our  type  of 
. The  only  guidance  towards  prevention  that  can  he  offered,  at  present  is 
ay  'he  physically  active  daily,  don't  smoke,  don't  overeat  and  don't  get  overweight'. 

enough  instructions  hut  dependent  entirely  on  each  individual's  will  and 
kely  to  he  carried  out  except  by  a minority  of  people.  Exact  knowledge  of  how  to 
ent  this  cause  of  death  would,  if  applied  successfully,  make  a considerable 
erer.ce  to  the  outlook  for  middle  aged  men. 

Of  the  86  deaths  due  to  cancer,  17  (13  males  and  4 females)  were  due  to 
. er  of  the  lung. 


There  was  a welcome  drop  in  the  number  of  deaths  due  to  lung  cancer  from 
ast  year  to  17  this  year.  The  national  trend,  however,  is  still  upward 
it  seems  unlikely  that  this  local  fall  will  continue  in  subsequent  years, 
at  death  and  deaths  from  lung  cancer  over  the  past  11  years  are  shown  in  the 
es  below.

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A,  Local  Health  Authority  Functions, 

1.  Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children, 

(a)  Child  Welfare 

The  Health  Visitor  in  Alva  attends  a Child  Welfare  Clinic  held  by 
the  local  General  Practitioners  and  the  Clinic  formerly  run  in  that  area  by 
the  County  Council  has  closed  down. 

Apart  from  this  initial  trial  step  towards  a scheme  for  attachment  of 
Health  Visitors  to  General  Practitioners  the  Child  Welfare  Clinics  and  arrangments 
for  detection  of  handicaps  and  assessment  of  handicapped  children  continue  as 
before.  Figures  for  clinic  attendances  are  given  in  Appendix  No.  3* 

(b)  Mother  and  Baby  Homes

atmosphere  to  prevail. 


2.  Midwifery/ 
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A large  proportion  (over  80$)  of  mothers  continue  to  have  their  babies 
in  hospital  but  of  these  some  32.5$  were  discharged  home  after  48  hours.  The 
District  Midwives  attended  I64  home  confinements  and  214  'early  discharge’ 
patients.  Prom  the  District  Midwife’s  point  of  view  there  is  no  doubt  that 
this  has  both  disadvantages  and  advantages  - a loss  of  satisfaction  when  the 
actual  confinement  of  her  patient  takes  place  without  her  - but  fewer  broken 
nights .

Unmarried  Mothers.  The  illegitimate  birth  rate  of  8.1  per  100  live 
births,  showed  a considerable  rise  from  that  of  the  previous  year  (6.3). 

There  is  no  Mother  and  Baby  Home  in  the  County  but  the  Local  Authority  give 
financial  help  to  any  girl  who  is  admitted  to  a recognised  home  during  her 
pregnancy  and  in  the  immediate  post-natal  period. 

There  was  one  such  admission  during  the  year. 

3.  Health  Visiting  Recruitment  of  Health  Visitors  is  difficult  and  the  service 
has  always  been  understrength. 

Consideration  is  being  given  to  attachment  of  Health  Visitors  and  District 
Nurse  Midwives  to  General  Practices,  but  this  will  depend  upon  having  an  adequate 
number  of  nurses. 

4.  Home  Nursing  In  this  side  of  the  service  the  aim  is  also  for  attachment  of 
nurses  to  individual  medioal  practices.  In  the  more  compact  and  "self  contained" 
communities,  in  the  Hillfoots  and  in  Clackmannan,  the  area  covered  by  a medical 
practitioner  tends  to  approximate  to  the  geographical  division  served  by  the 
District  Nurse.  In  other  parts  of  the  area,  notably  Alloa  and  Sauchie,  this  does 
not  apply,  and  arrangements  for  attachment  are  more  difficult.  It  is  hoped, 
however,  that  attachment  will  come  into  force  next  year  throughout  the  County, 

5.  Domestic  Help/ 
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5.  Domestic  Help. 

The  Home  Help  Service  was  supervised  by  the  County  Nursing  Officer. 

I iree  hundred  and  ninety-one  households  were  helped  during  the  year,  as  compared 
ith  370  households  in  1967 . 

From  the  figures  given  it  is  seen  that  by  far  the  greater  part  of  this 
2lp  (over  90%  of  the  time)  is  given  to  the  aged  and  chronic  sick.  These  elder 
itizens  would  be  -unable  to  cope  at  home  without  this  help  and  many  of  them  would 
squire  a hospital  bed.

6.  Vaccination  and  Immunisation. 


The  programme  for  prophylaxis  has  been  altered  following  the  recent 
ecommendations  of  the  Scottish  Home  and  Health  Department.  Mothers  are  now 
sked  to  bring  their  babies  at  the  age  of  three  months  for  the  initial  dose  of 
ilple  Antigen  and  oral  Poliomyelitis  Vaccine,  with  further  visits  at  intervals 
f 6 - 8 weeks  and  six  months.  Booster  doses  between  18  and  24  months  are 
till  offered  to  children  initially  protected  under  the  former  programme. 

Figures  given  in  appendix  No.  7 reflect  this  change  in  programme  and 
-i-th  the  consequent  lapse  of  time  before  immunisation  is  completed.  Since  the 
ew  arrangements  between  Scottish  Home  and  Health  Department  and  Medical  Practitioners 
sme  into  force  the  tendency  is  for  a greater  proportion  of  babies  to  be  immunised 
y the  family  doctor  instead  of  at  the  Clinic. 
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The  administration  of  Measles  Vaccine  was  started  as  soon  as  the  vaccine 
became  available  and  there  was  a fairly  good  response  amongst  the  parents  of 
eligible  children.  As  shown  in  the  table  below,  a number  of  children  had 
received  protection  before  the  end  of  the  year.  It  was  not  possible  to 
carry  out  individual  "follow-ups"  but  a considerable  proportion  of  the 
children  were  reported  as  having  had  minor  catarrhal  symptoms  and  rashes, 
five  children  were  reported  as  having  had  "high  temperatures"  and  one  child 
was  stated  to  have  had  fits  but  medical  confirmation  of  this  was  not  obtained.

7.  Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After  Care. 


The  number  of  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  discovered  during  the 
whole  year  was  9>  a decrease  of  7 from  the  previous  year.  Six  of  the  new 
cases  were  male  and  3 female.

One  new  case  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  notified  and  confirmed 
as  follows:-  Genito  Urinary  Organs,  1.  There  were  no  deaths  from  non- 
pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

There  were  14  cases  in  the  County  known  to  be  suffering  from  non- 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  compared  with  14  on  1st  January. 

Under  the  Scheme  for  the  Care  and  After  Care  of  Tuberculosis  Persons, 
vitamin  food  supplements  were  prescribed  for  most  cases  and  free  milk  was 
granted  to  5 tuberculosis  patients  for  varying  periods.  Free  school  meals 
were  provided  for  a number  of  children  from  tuberculosis  families.  When 
required,  sputum  bottles,  disinfectants  and  home  nursing  aids  were  also 
provided.  Priority  was  obtained  for  patients  in  need  of  re-housing  under 
the  Housing  Points  Scheme  of  the  various  Housing  Authorities. 

There  were  91  attendances  at  the  Alloa  Chest  Clinic.  Five  hundred  and 
twenty-seven  routine  home  visits  were  paid  by  the  Tuberculosis  Nurse. 

Care  Committee 


Through  the  Tuberculosis  Voluntary  Care  Committee  for  the  Counties  of 
Stirling  and  Clackmannan,  one  patient  was  sent  for  a holiday  to  a seaside  resort. 

One  Chronic  Bronchitic  patient  was  also  sent  for  a holiday. 

Two  families  were  assisted  financially  by  the  Care  Committee. 

Mass  Radiography 

A Survey  was  held  in  the  County  in  May  and  June  with  the  usual  programme 
of  appointments  with  industry  and  public  sessions. 

The  results  are  summarised  in  the  table  overleaf.  Of  the  seven  probably 
active  cases,  all  had  been  known  before  and  two  were  resident  outwith  the  County. 
Only  three,  on  further  examination,  were  finally  notified  as  active  pulmonary 
tuberculosis. 

A number  of  other  abnormalities,  such  as  bronchitis,  fibrosis,  etc.,  were 
noted  and  patients  referred  for  investigation  where  required.  Details  are 
given  in  Appendix  No.  10.

Out-patient  Psychiatric  Clinics  are  held  at  Bellsdyke,  Stirling  Royal 
Infirmary  and  Falkirk  Royal  Infirmary,  but  figures  for  attendances  of 
Clackmannanshire  patients  are  not  available. 

New  Villas  at  the  Hospital  were  opened  by  the  Secretary  of  State  and 
provide  near  ideal  conditions  for  patients  and  staff. 

Dr.  Russell,  Physician  Superintendent,  reported  on  the  rising  admission 
rate  as  probably  indicating  a greater  readiness  on  the  part  of  the  community  to 
accept  psychiatric  treatment.  Certainly  the  building  developments  in  recent 
years  at  Bellsdyke  have  vastly  improved  the  amenity  of  the  Hospital. 

There  has  been  a rise  in  the  number  of  elderly  people  admitted  - 54^ 
of  the  patients  are  over  60  years  of  age.

The  Centre  continued  to  function  as  formerly,  with  day-care  of  handicapped 
children  of  nursery  age,  a Senior  Occupation  Centre  and  also  a workshop  for 
physically  disabled  men. 

Free  transport  is  provided  to  and  from  the  Centre  and  a mid-day  meal, 
at  a small  cost,  and  free  if  necessary. 

Number  in  attendance  - Nursery  Section  - 6 males,  5 females  - Total  11. 
Senior  Occupation  Centre  - 12  males,  12  females  - Total  24.  Four  children 
of  school  age,  2 males  and  2 females,  who  were  unsui table  for  the  Junior 
Occupation  Centre  at  Sauchie,  also  attended  the  Centre. 

Many  of  the  articles  made  by  the  pupils  were  sold  at  a Coffee  morning 
held  towards  the  end  of  the  year. 

Premises  were  obtained  in  Thomtonlooh  for  ten  days  in  May  when  20 
of  the  senior  pupils  (9  female,  11  male)  accompanied  by  the  Superintendent 
and  some  members  of  Staff,  had  a very  enjoyable  holiday.  Seven  boys  and  5 
girls  from  the  Nursery  Section  joined  the  Seniors  at  Thorntonloch  for  a 
week,  accompanied  by  the  Matron. 

The  Social  Club,  sponsored  by  the  Scottish  Society  for  Mentally 
Handicapped  Children,  continued  to  meet  in  Cowden  Park  fortnightly  and  was 
greatly  appreciated. 

Temporary  Residential  Care:-  There  were  7 admissions  of  6 children 
for  temporary  care. 

Physically  Handicapped  Workshop:-  Fifteen  men  were  in  attendance  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year  and  this  number  increased  to  17  by  the  end  of  the 
year.  The  number  of  daily  attendances  for  the  year  was  3*536.  The  numbor 
of  articles  made  was  2,191.  The  value  of  the  articles  sold  was  £799* 
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The  Occupational  Therapist  made  155  home  visits  to  disabled  persons. 

Women’s  Organisations  continued  to  show  an  interest  in  the  Centre, 
and  10  Organisations  paid  visits  there  to  see  the  type  of  work  done.  A 
film  show  and  talk  on  mental  health  was  given  on  each  occasion,  Mr.  Munro, 
Superintendent,  visited  5 other  Organisations , in  their  own  meeting  places. 
Films  and  talks  on  mental  health,  were  again  given. 

10.  Work  under  Nurseries  and  Child  Minders*  Regulation  Act. 

Day  Nursery.  At  least  100  names  were  on  the  Waiting  List  for  admission 
to  the  Day  Nursery  throughout  the  year  though  no  child  in  the  "priority 
groups"  was  refused  admission. 

Seven  children  felt  to  be  requiring  special  care  or  observation 
or  for  whom  the  companionship  of  other  children  was  considered  essential  for 
normal  development  were  in  the  Nursery  during  the  year.  Reasons  for 
admission  of  those  children  included  autism,  special  diets,  slowness  of 
special  development,  cerebral  palsy  and  spinal  meningocele. 

The  Nursery  continues  to  provide  practical  training  for  Students 
working  for  the  certificate  of  the  Scottish  Nursery  Nurses  Examination 
Board.

The  Nursery  was  not  required  for  emergency  overnight  admissions 
during  the  year. 

Play  Groups.  Formal  registration  of  Play  Groups  did  not  come  into 
force  during  the  year  but  four  Groups  were  under  informal  supervision. 

Although  in  some  cases  difficulty  was  experienced  with  premises  the  Groups 
were  all  well  staffed.  Every  Group  had  a Supervisor  trained  in  the  care  of 
young  children  supported  by  a staff  of  volunteers  from  amongst  the  mothers 
of  the  children  giving  a ratio  of  approximately  one  adult  to  every  six 
children.  A friendly  welcome  was  given  to  visiting  members  of  the  Health 
Department.

The  visual  acuity  of  the  7 year  old  group  was  tested  during  the  summer  term 
for  the  school  population  and  16  out  of  557  examined  showed  a visual  acuity  of  6/12 
and  worse  and  were  referred  for  refraction. 

The  screening  of  5 year  old  children  with  the  ’ E Test'  continued.  Of  the 
784  children  tested,  7 were  referred  for  refraction,  and  2 of  these  were  provided 
with  spectacles. 

For  colour  vision,  routine  testing  is  undertaken  at  9 years.  Twenty-one  boys 
were  found  to  have  red-green  colour  blindness. 

Hearing 

Individual  testing  by  Audiometer  is  carried  out  at  5 years,  7 years,  9 years 
and  15  years.  Special  cases  can  be  referred  for  testing  at  any  time.  Two  thousand, 
five  hundred  and  two  were  examined  during  the  year.  Details  are  shown  in  the  table 
overleaf. 

The  Audiometer  is  regularly  tested  and  overhauled  at  the  Royal  National 
Institute  for  the  Deaf,  Glasgow.

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Dental  Report. 


At  routine  school  inspections,  9 >287  children  were  inspected  and  4 >435 
(47 • 7$)  were  requiring  some  form  of  dental  treatment.  Three  thousand  and 
seventy-nine  (69.4$)  accepted  treatment  in  the  clinics. 

Dental  inspections  are  now  being  carried  out  at  intervals  of  about  ten 
months. 

Eight  hundred  and  seven  children  attended  for  the  relief  of  dental  pain. 

Broken  appointments:-  During  the  school  terms,  September  to  July,  one 
dental  appointment  in  every  six  was  broken  and  absence  from  school  accounts 
for  only  about  half  of  these.  In  the  General  Dental  Service,  a fee  can  be 
charged  for  unkept  appointments  and  it  is  a pity  that  a similar  measure  could 
not  be  introduced  into  the  Local  Authority  Service  for  those  children  who 
consistently  break  appointments. 

Fluoridation:-  No  public  health  measure  has  been  as  carefully  investigated 
over  many  years  as  the  addition  of  minimal  quantities  of  fluorides  to  the 
Public  Water  Supply,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  Area  Water  Board  for  this  Council 
will  introduce  fluorides  at  an  early  date. 

The  co-operation  of  the  Headmasters,  Teachers  and  Health  Visitors  has 
been  much  appreciated  during  the  year.

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Foreward. 


The  production  of  an  Annual  Report  presents  a more  difficult 
task  each  year.  There  is  the  constant  fear  'f  reproducing  an 
unending  stream  of  veary  statistics  which  while  necessary  to  a few, 
are  "boring  to  many.

Hi  Ik  and  Dairies, 

In  1894  when  there  were  l6l  registered  d^.iry  premises  in  the 
county  the  then  Sanitary  Inspector  was  writing  "There  were  several 
byres  and  milk  houses  kept  in  such  a slovenly  and  dirty  condition 
that  it  was  necessary  to  report  specially  to  the  Local  Authority 
their  very  unsatisfactory  condition  and  after  that  some  improvements 
were  effected  but  a large  number  of  dairies  do  not  come  up  to  even 
a fair  standard  of  efficiency". 

It  is  fortunately  not  necessary  to  report  in  these  terms  today. 
Conditions  can  of  course  be  improved  and  standards  will  keep  rising 
as  knowledge  and  public  demand  force  them  to. 

Generally,  premises  are  in  good  condition  and  maintained 
reasonably  well.  Some  are  in  need  of  modernisation  but  methods 
are  good  as  can  be  judged  from  the  sampling  results  shown  on  the 
table  which  follows. 

Of  the  nineteen  producers  at  present,  seven  have  Premium 
licences  and  twelve,  Standard  licences.  The  higher  standards  of 
bacteriological  quality  introduced  several  years  ago  are  still 
proving  difficult  for  some  producers  to  reach  and  the  Milk/Pood 
Hygiene  Officer  appointed  by  the  Council  in  1967  spent  some  time 
in  carrying  out  investigation'  work  for  farmers  where  there  was  a 
record  of  failing  samples. 

Further  sampling  was  undertaken  to  detect  the  presence  of 
B,  Abortus  in  milk  and  positive  results  were  given  in  relation  to 
three  herds.  All  the  milk  involved  was  pasteurised  and  there  was 
little  risk  therefore  to  the  public  from  drinking  infected  milk. 

In  every  case  the  farmer  was  notified  of  the  results  of  samples 
taken  and  so  long  as  milk  likely  to  be  infected  is  pasteurised 
there  appears  little  more  the  local  authority  can  do. 

This  state  of  affairs  is  not  satisfactory,  a position  which 
is  recognised  by  all  parties  concerned.  It  would  seem  that  a real 
attempt  at  the  eradication  of  B,  Abortus  depends  upon  - as  so  often 
is  the  case  - the  availability  of  sui table  finance,  A start  has, 
however,  been  mad.e  to  an  eradication  scheme  and  this  is  welcomed. 

Five  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  to  test  for  the 
presence  of  residual  anti  biotics  and  all  proved  negative. 

There  were  few  complaints  from  the  public  about  milk  supplies 
and  in  the  main  they  related  to  bad  keeping  quality.  Each  case 
was  investigated  and  where  necessary  detailed  investigations  were 
carried  out. 

As  the  sampling  table  shows  there  was  an  increase  in  the  number 
of  Pasteurised  milk  samples  taken  and  there  was  also  an  increase  in 
the  number  of  satisfactory  samples  at  89,77/^»  This  figure  would 
have  been  higher  but  for  difficulties  in  one  of  the  two  plants  in 
operation  in  the  County,  Ideally  all  samples  should  comply  with 
the  standards  laid  down  if  suitable  attention  is  given  to  all  parts 
of  the  process. 

The  assistance  of  the  West  of  Scotland  College  of  Agriculture 
and  the  Bacteriological  Department  of  Stirling  Royal  Infirmary  was 
once  again  invaluable  and  their  assistance  and  help  is  acknowledged.

"The  only  samples  that  were  taken  and  sent  to  the  Analyst 
were  milk  . It  would  he  better  to  have  samples  of  food  taken 
occasionally  as  it  would  help  to  keep  up  a high  standard  of  all 
sorts  of  food  required  by  the  inhabitants".  (Report  of  1897) « 

This  is  now  the  position.  Adulteration  is  rare  and  a 
widespread,  number  of  food  samples,  103  in  all  were  taken  for 
examination  by  the  Public  Analyst.  These  comprised  19  milks, 

48  foods,  15  spirits  and  21  of  ice  cream.  All  were  reported 
genuine • 

One  case  of  suspected  adulteration  was  drawn,  to  the 
attention  of  the  Department  when  it  was  alleged  that  spirits 
in  a club  were  being  tampered  with.  The  question  was  investigated, 
samples  taken  which  proved  genuine  and  thereafter  complaints 
ceased. 


Rood  Hygiene. 


l'To  quote  can  bo  made  from  earlier  reports  in  relation  to 
this  subject  as  its  importance  had  not  really  been  recognised. 
Most  people  now  reliso  that  careless  handling  of  food  can 
cause  illness  but  while  a clcno wl e dgi ng  this  fact  many  go  on  as 
before  with  dirty  methods. 

It  is  upsetting  to  see  premises  reconstructed  to  provide 
all  facilities  for  good  food  handling  and  then  find  that 
"corners  are  being  cut"  by  the  staff.  Once  again  the  Department 
concentrated  its  efforts  on  improving  methods  in  food  premises 
generally.  This  is  a singularly  tedious  operation  as  the  same 
old  ground  has  to  bo  covered  time  and  time  again  only  to  find 
on  a subsequent  visit  that  the  staff  has  changed  once  more  and 
the  whole  process  has  to  be  gone  through  De  ITovo. 

During  the  year  395  visits  were  paid  to  promises  and  118 
to  trading  vans.  In  the  latter  case  considerable  improvements 
have  been  soon  in  recent  years  and  the  condition  of  vans  in 
the  area  can  be  described  as  good. 

Few  complaints  wore  made  to  the  Department  about  methods 
or  conditions  in  food  promises.  This  comment  is  made  annually 
and  is  always  a matter  of  some  concern,  for  the  public,  are 
their  own  best  inspectorate  and  every  complaint  received  has 
detailed  investigation. 

Complaints  which  wore  received  related  to  an  earwig  in  a 
morning  roll;  sausages  with  a mould  growth  and  lemonade  tasting 
of  paraffin. 

In  the  case  of  the  earwig  a warning  was  given  to  the  baker 
concerned;  the  sausages  with  a mould  growth  was  found  to  be  duo 
to  faulty  stock  rotation  and  in  the  case  of  the  lemonade  tasting 
of  paraffin,  discussions  took  place  with  the  manufacturers  who 
advised  they  were  changing  the  type  of  cap  on  their  bottles  as 
it  has  been  determined  that  misuse  of  bottles  resulted  in  a 
rubber  washer  becoming  tainted  and  this  washer  was  very  difficult 
to  clean  properly. 

It  might  not  be  inappropriate  to  observe  once  again  that 
thepublic  are  singularly  irresponsible  in  what  they  store  in 
milk  or  lemonade  bottles  and  as  no  inspection  or  bottle  washing 
process  is  perfect  it  is  not  overstating  the  case  to  say  that 
on  some  oedasions  such  mis  use  could  lead  to  serious  illness  if 
not  x/orse.

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Once  again  conditions  in  licensed  premises  improved  and 
this  is  due  in  no  small  measure  to  the  co-operation  which 
exists  between  the  Police,  Licensing  and  Public  Health  Authorities. 

Bakers  and  butchers  premises  still  present  the  greatest 
challenge  to  health  authorities  and  special  attention  is  being 
devoted  to  them.  Once  again  it  was  found  necessary  to  give 
a further  warning  to  the  owner  of  a bakery  in  the  county. 

Conditions  of  canteens  are  now  of  a high  standard  indeed 
and  there  is  little  excuse  for  poor  food  handling  methods  in 
these  premises  as  the  buildings  and  equipment  are  of  a high 
order.  This  then  places  a heavy  responsibility  on  the  staff, 
a fact  which  is  impressed  upon  them  at  every  visit. 

Mb  cases  of  food  poisoning  attributable  to  any  premises 
or  food  were  reported  during  the  year. 

The  help  of  Mr.  James  Bell,  the  Scottish  Home  and  Health 
Department’s  local  officer  responsible  for  Milk  and  Food  Hygiene 
matters  is  once  again  ratefully  acknowledged.  Advice  and 
assistance  was  always  readily  available  if  called  for,  a fact 
which  is  appreciated. 


Ice  Cream  (Scotland)  Regulations. 


"A  complaint  was  made  in  regard  to  an  ice  cream  vendor 
living  and  sleeping  in  his  shop  but  it  seems  we  have  no  powers 
over  these  parties’’ . (Report  of  1897) « 

Times  have  indeed  changed.  The  present  Ice  Cream  Regulations 
lay  down  quite  stringent  control  in  relation  to  premises  and 
methods  and  during  the  year  82  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination.  Seventeen  samples  failed  to  comply  with  the 
recommended  standards  and  in  all  such  cases  follow  up  samples 
and  investigations  of  premises  and  methods  were  -undertaken. 

In  all  cases  producers  were  anxious  to  comply  with  any 
recommendations  made. 


Ice  cream  vans,  the  first  food  vans  to  be  really  subject 
to  control,  are  in  good  order  and  maintained  in  this  condition. 

Details  of  the  number  of  registered  premises  and  vehicles 

are  given  in  the  table  below.  The  corresponding  figures  for

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Modem  methods  of  meat  inspection  are  such  that  a 
situation  as  described  is  unlikely  to  arise.  All  beasts 
entei'ing  the  slaughterhouse  are  subject  to  ante  mortem  and 
post  mortem  examination.  The  year  was  remarkable  in  that 
there  was  no  case  of  tuberculosis  found  in  any  of  the 
animals  slaughtered  - a vindication  - if  one  was  required  of 
the  T.B.  eradication  scheme.  There  were  three  cases  of 
C,  Bovis  discovered  on  post  mortem  examination.  These  were 
dealt  with  by  sending  to  cold  storage  for  the  requisite 
period  of  21  days. 

The  premises  operated  by  a Joint  Committee  of  the 
authorities  in  the  area  are  maintained  by  Alloa  Town  Council, 
While  the  buildings  are  old  the  basic  requirements  of  public 
health  legislation  e.re  being  met. 

As  is  usual,  work  of  meat  inspection  at  the  slaughterhouse 
was  carried  out  by  the  staff  of  the  Department  in  the  absence 
of  the  Superintendent  on  holiday  periods  etc. 

A detailed  ta"  le  showing  the  number  of  beasts  slaughtered 
etc  is  given  overleaf.

There  was  a slight  decrease  in  the  am  unt  of  f^od  condemned 
as  unfit  for  human  consumption  or  otherwise  unsaleable  from 
2 tons  13  cwts  in  1967  to  2 tons  4 cwts.  The  food  condemned 
was  generallyof  the  tinned  variety  and  as  has  been  said  many 
times  before,  if  this  is  typical  of  the  amount  condemned  for 
a population  of  40>000  or  thereby,  then  over  the  country  it 
represents  an  appalling  cost  for  what  is  usually  due  to 
carelessness,  as  the  majority  of  the  condemnations  arose  from 
faulty  or  bad  handling. 

One  case  vas  reported  of  badly  dented  tins  being  sold  at 
a price  "with  something  off".  This  situation  is  a bit 
difficult  to  deal  with  but  it  is  sound  common-sense  that  a 
faulty  tin  could  be  a potentially  dangerous  one  and  should 
therefore  be  condemned.  I11  any  case  all  reputable  manufacturers 
give  credit  for  such  tins  on  a suitable  certificate.  The 
dangers  of  the- situation  were  pointed  out  to  the  shop  owner  in 
question  and  this  type  of  operation  was  suspended. 


Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act. 


Regular  inspections  were  made  of  all  premises  likely  to 
be  infested  by  rats  or  mice.  These  included  sewage  works, 
and  ditches,  the  slaughterhouse,  refuse  tips  etc. 


This  aspect  of  the  Department’s  work  was  interrupted 
through  the  illness  of  the  Foreman  of  the  Cleansing  Department 
as  the  Rat  Catcher,  Ilr.  W.  Peter  was  seconded  to  duties  in 
the  Cleansing  Department  while  Hr.  Ross  was  off  duty  through 
illness. 

It  was,  however,  found  possible  to  fill  the  temporary 
vacancy  from  within  establishment  and  so  the  change  over  was 
accomplished  with  little  difficulty,  and  with  no  inconvenience 
to  the  public. 

The  Department's  activities  were  not  restricted  to  the 
destruction  of  rats  and  mice  as  calls  were  made  for  assistance 
indealing  with  the  eradication  of  wasps,  rabbits  etc,  Where 
possible  the  necessary  work  was  carried  out  although  it  was 
often  not  strictly  within  the  Department's  remit. 

The  Alloa  pigeons  still  prese  ted  a problem.  They 
are  not  pests  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act,  nevertheless 
an  attempt  was  made  to  improve  conditions  at  the  Public  Baths 
in  Alloa  where  they  were  creating  a real  nuisance  by  fouling 
the  buildings,  etc.  Trapping  was  carried  out  with  some 
success  until  the  site  of  the  trap  was  discovered  and  the 
pigeons  released  by  persons  unknown. 

Further  discussions  were  held  with  Department  of 
Agriculture  Officials  in  an  attempt  to  carry  out  different 
control  measures.  The  position  is,  however,  not  easy  to 
resolve  if  the  law  is  strictly  to  be  observed. 

Rabbits  in  housing  scheme  gardens  were  also  dealt  with 
during  the  year,  particularly  in  Alloa,  It  is  not  easy  to 
explain  to  irate  house  occupiers,  croud  of  their  gardens, 
that  is  is  their  responsibility  to  get  rid  of  the  pests  and 
that  the  local  authority  have  no  standing  in  the  matter. 

Where  possible,  howevep,  assistance  was  given  to  tenants  in 
difficulty  through  this  pest. 

A detailed  table  of  the  work  carried  out  and  the  visits 
made  is  given  overleaf.

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Infectious  Disease. 


"The  Combination  Hospital  has  been  found  if  great 
service  during  the  year,  for  several  months  it  was  taxed 
to  its  utmost  limits  and  a few  cases  had  to  be  nursed  at 
home  owing  to  its  being  full".  (Deport  of  1897)* 

The  position  today  is  very  much  better  and  while  the 
number  -'f  calls  paid  in  relation  to  this  heading  were  132 
they  related  in  the  main  to  persons  suffering  from  gastro 
intestinal  infections.  There  were  several  cases  of  Para 
Typhoid  "B"  in  Alloa  which  resulted  in  the  majority  of  the 
calls  ma.de.  The  cases  seemed  to  be  unconnected  but  the 
full  position  is  detailed  in  the  Medical  Officer’s  Deport. 

Seven  disinfections  were  carried  out  in  relation  to 
tuber' ular  cases  removed  to  hospital. 


]>Tui sauces. 


This  is  always  an  interesting  heading  as  each  year  there 
is  at  least  one  happening  which  was  unexpected.  The  year 
under  review  was  no  different  in  this  respect.  A phone  call 
from  the  Police  one  evening  told  the  story  that  several  cows 
had  got  stuck  up  a culvert  under  a railway  line  and  had  died. 
The  beasts  were  decomposing  and  the  smell  was  overpowering. 
After  negotiations  with  the  Hailway  Company  and  others  the 
offending  animals  were  removed  and  the  nuisance  abated. 

Another  complaint  related  to  a pit  bing  in  the  Devon 
Valley.  The  pit  is  now  closed  but  in  times  of  dry  weather 
the  material  on  the  bing  is  Blown  about  and  causes  a nuisance 
in  the  Devonside  and  liarchglen  areas  of  the  County.  The 
question  was  taken  up  with  the  National  Coal  Board  who  did 
what  they  could  to  mitigate  the  nuisance. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  visits  paid  in 
relation  to  nuisance  conditions  from  130  last  year  to  196. 

In  the  main  they  related  to  minor  d.efects  in  houses,  smells, 
choked  drains  etc  and  in  some  cases  neighbours  disputes. 

In  the  main  the  nuisances  were  remedied  speedily  when  they 
were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  person(s)  responsible. 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 


"The  means  of  disposal  of  household  refuse  and  contents 
of  ashpits  remains  similar  to  previous  years.  Clackmannan 
•and  Sauchie  have  a regular  system  of  removal  but  in  all 
other  parts  the  villagers  must  abide  the  time  tha.t  is  suitable 
for  the  farmers.  In  a good  many  cases  the  people  have  to 
wait  for  months  


This  is  not  what  it  should  be  and  the  present  state  of 
matters  will  continue  until  Special  Scavenging  Districts  are 
created."  (Report  of  1899) 

The  whole  of  the  Landward  Area  has  been  such  a district 
for  a number  of  years  now. 

The  Department  operated  five  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  Cleansing 
vehicles  and  one  platform  lorry.  One  of  the  S.  & D.  vehicles 
was  replaced  during  the  year  and  one  other  was  scheduled  for 
replacement. 


The/ 
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The  service  operated  reasonably  veil  with  a twice  weekly 
collection  being  provided  in  most  areas.  There  were 
difficulties  of  organisation  because  of  the  illness  of  the 
foreman  but  there  were  few  complaints  from  the  public  about 
the  service  provided. 

Absenteeism  reached  a new  high  level  when  1,340  days 
were  lost  through  illness  or  otherwise,  an  increase  of 
479  days  on  the  previous  years  figure.  This  is  a serious 
position  and  in  an  effort  to  improve  matters  a bonus  scheme 
was  devised  to  give  increased  renumeration  to  the  men  and 
also  to  give  greater  productivity.  The  suggested  scheme  was 
not,  however,  approved  in  toto  by  the  Government  Department 
responsible  and  the  offer  made  to  the  Unions  on  their  advice 
proved  unacceptable. 

After  discussion  with  the  Unions  it  was  agreed  that  a 
formal  Work  Study  of  the  Department  sh  uld  be  carried  out. 

This  view  was  accepted  by  the  Landward  Committee  and  the 
Council's  Organisation  & Methods  Consultants  were  asked  to 
carry  out  the  necessary  study. 

Much  detailed  work  was  necessary  to  gather  further 
inf  rmation  and  the  bulk  of  the  work,  which  involved  long 
hours  was  carried  out  by  Mr.  Ferguson,  Chief  Assistant  in  the 
Department  who  was  seconded  to  assist  the  Consultants  in  the 
study.  At  the  end  of  the  year  information  was  still  being 
collected  and  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  every  assistance 
was  given  by  the  Unions  involved. 

The  labour  force  was  one  foremaiand  39  men  despite  the 
increased  rate  of  absenteeism  and  the  increasing  development 
of  the  county  area, 

"There  has  been  for  some  considerable  time  trouble  with 
the  inhabitants  living  beside  the  Devonside  and  Coalsnaughton 
Glens,  in  so  far  as  they,  under  cover  of  night  deposit  all 
sorts  of  refuse  therein,"  (deport  of  1897) 

Things  have  changed  only  slightly  since  that  time. 

The  inhabitants  of  Coalsnaughton  and  Devonside  need  no  longer 
be  singled  out  for  special  mention  as  the  remarks  are  true  of 
the  whole  county,  despite  the  fact  that  all  authorities  have  a 
special  collection  of  garden  refuse  , the  Landward  area  service 
extending  from  April  to  October.  The  need  for  indiscriminate 
dumping  is  therefore  even  less  understandable.  In  addition 
the  Landward  Committee  agreed  that  to  fulfil  their  obligations 
under  the  Civic  Amenities  Act  instead  of  setting  aside  places 
where  the  public  could  dispose  of  unwanted  rubbish,  it  would  be 
arranged  that  the  Department  would  uplift  and  remove  free  of 
charge,  all  such  unwanted  materials.  This  service  has  been 
well  used  and  there  is  therefore  no  excuse  for  persons  found 
dumping  rubbish  in  the  county  area.  The  various  burghs  made 
provision  for  places  where  unwanted  materials  could  be  deposited. 

Refuse  Disposal. 

Wes  though  Coup  belonging  to  the  Tom  Council  of  Alloa  was 
still  in  use  during  the  year ; it  was  shared  by  the  Landward 
area  of  the  County  and  Alva-  burgh.  There  were  still  complaints 
of  burning  of  refuse  on  the  tip  and  waste  paper  etc  littering 
the  roadside.  Like  all  tips  this  one  is  particularly  difficult 
to  manage  but  in  respect  of  public  opinion  not  to  mention  public 
health  this  method  of  disposal  must  have  a limited  life. 

During/ 
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During  the  year  and  following  discussions  with  the 
Cowhouse  Drainage  Joint  C mini t tee  when  it  was  suggested  that 
it  might  be  possible  to  integrate  the  disposal  of  sludge  and 
household  refuse  by  incineration  it  was  agreed  to  consider 
the  proposition  in  greater  detail. 

The  Consulting  Engineers  to  the  Committee  suggested  that 
a visit  to  a sewage/refuse  disposal  plant  in  Ebingen  near 
Stuttgart  in  Germany  would  be  worthwhile.  This  was  arranged 
and  members  and  officials  involved  visited  the  plant. 

Although  the  population  served  was  less  than  that  for  the 
combined  county  area  and  although  the  plant  was  something  of 
an  "hybrid"  nature  the  fact  was  that  it  demonstrated  that 
refuse  and  sludge  could  be  disposed  of  together  by  incineration. 
It  was  agreed  to  moke  further  investigations  into  the  details 
involved. 

This  is  a.  big  step  forward  and  any  plant  which  can  cope 
with  both  problems  would  be  a great  advance  for,  as  has  been 
said  before,  refuse  disposal  by  tipping  can  in  the  County  only 
be  of  a very  short  term  nature,  neither  the  officials  nor 
Councils  involved  can  be  happy  about  the  present  position. 


Public  Conveniences. 


The  usual  regular  attention  was  given  to  the  cleansing 
of  these  premises.  It  is  regrettable  to  report  once  again 
that  damage  was  caused  by  vandalism  on  more  than  one  occasion 
and  in  addition,  a new  menace,  in  the  form  of  paint  c.erosols 
was  used  to  deface  the  outside  of  the  buildings. 

In  one  case  the  culprits  were  caught  and  dealt  with  but 
it  is  unfortunate  - as  is  so  often  the  case  - that  the  many 
should  suffer  for  a few. 

The  fepcurtment  also  carried  out  the  duties  of  regular 
cleaning  of  bus  shelters  and  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that 
little  trouble  from  vandalism  was  reported  in  these  places. 


v/ater  Supplies . 


During  the  year  the  Mid  Scotland  Water  Board  were  preparing 
to  take  over  supplies  and  no  serious  difficulties  in  distribution 
were  reported. 

As  usual  checks  were  made  on  supplies  and  in  all  126 
bacteriological  samples  were  token  from  the  various  oxeas  in 
the  county,  107  were  reported  satisfactory,  3 suspicious  and 
16  unsatisfactory. 

In  the  case  of  the  unsatisfactory  samples  a number  were 
taken  from  a new  housing  development  in  Dolle„r.  After 
investigation  and  discussions  with  the  authorities  involved 
satisfactory  samples  were  obtained  ond  the  position  has 
remained  so. 

At  the  request  of  the  Scottish  Home  and  Health  Department 
6 samples  were  taken  to  detect  the  presence  of  lead.  In  all 
cases  the  results  were  negative.  T1nree  further  chemical 
samples  were  also  reported  satisfactory.

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Public  Swimming  Baths. 


As  usual  regular  samples  were  taken  from  th,e  baths  in 
Alloa  and  Alva.  10  Bacteriological  samples  were  taken  from 
the  baths  in  Alloa  and  3 Bacteriological  and  1 chemical  from 
Alva.  All  were  reported  satisfactory.  Both  baths  were 
well  used  during  the  year  and  are  operated  and  maintained  at 
a high  standard. 


Housing. 


As  a member  of  the  Cullingworth  Committee  it  was 
gratifying  to  see  during  the  year  that  the  Government  were 
prepared  to  act  on  the  Committee's  rep  rt.  The  results 
will  not  please  everyone  but  if  operated  in  the  way 
suggested  by  the  Uhite  Paper  they  should  go  a long  way  in 
solving  the  housing  problem  in  Scotland. 

The  county  is  fortunate  in  that  there  are  very  few 
truly  unfit  properties  left  in  the  area. 

The  landward  part  of  the  county,  through  a progressive 
house  building  programme  has  been  largely  rebuilt  since  the 
war*f  Alloa  burgh  has  some  300  unfit  or  sub  standard  properties 
which  are  being  d.ealt  with  at  the  moment;  Alva  burgh  has 
embarked  on  a scheme  of  'entral  redevelopment  after  a delay 
but  the  present  scheme  will  undoubtedly  improve  conditions 
considerably  and  Tillicoultry  Town  Council  are  steadily 
progressing  with  redevelopment  too.

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Despite  the  advance  in  house  building  there  were  still 
296  visits  paid  by  the  Department  in  respect  of  "points"  or 
other  housing  complaints.  In  most  cases  the  problems  were 
dealt  with  without  undue  trouble.  It  is  becoming  increasingly 
clear,  however,  that  prospective  tenants  are  becoming  more 
selective  and  instead  of  any  house  at  any  price  they  are  now 
stipulating  the  houses  they  would  like  to  occupy!  This  may 
be  a good  sign  but  it  certainly  makes  for  difficulties  in 
letting  for  Housing  Offices  and  emphasises  the  need  for 
modernisation  of  older  council  houses.

Drainage. 


The  Bowhouse  Drainage  Joint  Committee  operates  through 
their  Engineer  Mr.  J.  Smail,  Burgh  Surveyor  of  ^lloa  in 
respect  of  Alloa  and  the  villages  of  Sauchie,  Tullibody, 

Cambus,  Menstrie  and  Clackmannan,  while  the  remaining  parts 
of  the  county  with  the  exception  of  the  small  burghs  are 
dealt  with  by  the  Sanitary  Department. 

There  were  considerable  capital  developments  in  the 
Bowhouse  area  with  the  completion  of  the  Vestem  Trunk  Sewer, 
Cambus  to  ,,lloa;  the  laying  of  a new  sewer  in  1/hins  Road, 

.Mloa,  the  Hawkhill  tunnel  sewer  in  Alloa,  and  the  Clackmannan 
to  A lloa  connecting  sewer.  Much  of  the  sewage  from  the  areas 
mentioned  is  now,  therefore,  concentrated  at  Forthbank,  Alloa, 
the  site  of  the  proposed  new  sewage  w rks. 

Fork  was  also  nearing  completion  for  conveying  yeast 
effluent  from  the  factory  at  Glenochil,  Menstrie  to  Forthbank. 
The  laying  of  these  trunk  sewers  should  effect  a considerable 
improvement  of  the  Fiver  Devon  and  in  September,  prior  to  the 
completion  of  the  works,  complaints  were  made  about  the 
offensive  smell  from  the  river  near  the  Old  Bridge  at  Tullibody 
due  to  the  low  water  level  in  the  river  and  the  b.egree  of 
pollution  present. 

Pumping  stations  for  the  trunk  sewers  were  completed  at 
Cambus,  Cambus  Village  and  Kelliebank. 

In  other  parts  of  the  county  a Joint  Committee  of 
Tillicoultry  Town  Council  and  the  Landward  Committee  dealt 
with  the  urgently  required  sewage  purification  works  for  the 
town  and  the  villages  of  Coalsnaughton  and  Devonside.  The 
plant  in  use  for  this  latter  area  is  in  an  extremely  derelict 
condition  and  is  a serious  hazard.  It  is  hoped  that  permission 
for  a start  to  the  new  works  will  not  be  long  delayed, 

Alva  and  Dollar  Town  Councils  were  also  considering  if 
sewage  disposal  arrangements  in  their  areas  required  improving. 

The  position  in  relation  to  the  disposal  of  sludge  from 
Forthbank  in  particular  is  dealt  with  under  the  heading  Defuse 
Disposal. 
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A' too spheric  Pollution. 


Approval  was  given  to  the  setting  up  of  a smoke  control 
area  in  Tullibody  covering  1,498  houses  and  also  in  Alloa 
for  1,058  houses  in  the  Fairybum/lnglewood  area  adjacent  to 
Tullibody, 

A successful  Clean  Air  Exhibition  was  held  in  the  Town 
Hall  and  was  formally  opened  by  Lord  Hughes,  C.E.E., 

Parliamentary  Under  Secretary  of  State, 

The  exhibition  was  visited  by  many  people  both  inside 
and  outside  the  areas  involved  and  a considerable  amount  of 
assistance  was  given  by  the  Exhibitors,  the  Scottish  Office 
of  Information  and  the  Scottish  Development  Department  and 
of  coiirse  the  local  authorities  themselves. 

In  addition  to  the  exhibition  the  National  Coal  Board 
and  the  South  of  Scotland  Electricity  Board  opened  special 
show  houses. 

As  a supplement  to  the  exhibition  special  booklets  were 
prepared  and  circulated  to  all  house  occupiers  in  the  area 
involved  in  which  an  attempt  was  ma ’e  to  answer  questions 
which  might  worry  them. 

The  local  authorities  jointly  agreed  that  no  costs  would 
fall  on  occupiers  of  council  houses  unless  they  opted  for  a 
•'superior"  appliance  to  that  supplied  by  the  councils.  This 
view  was  not,  however,  shared  by  the  S.S.II.A,  and  some  difficulty 
was  experienced  in  having  conversions  carried  out  in  these 
houses  where  the  occupiers  were  in  some  instances  asked  to  pay 
part  of  the  conversion  costs. 

A considerable  amount  of  detailed  work  had  to  be  done  by 
the  Staff  both  prior  to  and  after  the  exhibition  and  many 
queries  had  to  be  answered  daily. 

On  the  commercial  front  prior  approval  was  given  to  three 
new  boiler  plants  with  approved  chimney  heights.  In  one 
undertaking  where  it  was  felt  existing  chimneys  were  too  low, 
agreement  was  reached  to  replace  them  at  regular  intervals  and 
one  new  chimney  was  in  fact  erected.  There  are  now  only  rare 
occasions  when  dark  smoke  can  be  seen  being  emitted  from 
factory  premises. 

The  Chemical  Inspectorate  of  the  Central  Department 
provided  much  helpful  advice  in  relation  to  factory  boiler 
problems. 

One  case  of  a highly  concentrated  discharge  of  Sulphur 
Dioxide  from  a woollen  process  and  which  vented  almost 
directly  out  from  the  factory  was  cured  by  the  introduction 
of  a 70'  high  chimney.

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Offices,  Shops  and  railway  Premises  Act. 


An  attempt  was  made  to  cover  most  premises  registered 
and  2J8  inspections  were  carried  out.  These  were  visits 
specially  to  determine  conditions  under  the  Act  hut  they  are 
not  strictly  correct  as,  if  the  staff  were  in  premises  on 
other  duties  the  chance  was  also  taken  to  look  out  for 
contraventions  of  the  Act. 

Five  accidents  were  reported  hut  none  required  special 
investigation  as  they  were  of  a minor  nature. 

One  petrol  filling  station  lacking  in  sanitary  conveniences  < 
a case  which  had  been  dragging  on  for  some  time  was  about  to 
he  reported  to  the  Procurator  Fiscal  for  further  action  when 
work  was  started  to  make  the  premises  comply.  Apart  from 
this  case  there  were  no  serious  contraventions  reported. 

There  is  still  difficulty  in  some  premises,  however,  of  getting  a 
suitable  temperature  in  some  shops  during  the  first  hour  of 
working  in  the  winter  months. 

Details  of  premises  etc  are  given  overleaf. 
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Di s ini e s t a t i on . 


86  Visits  were  paid  under  this  heading  compared  with 
45  the  previous  year.  All  the  complaints  related  to  ants, 
cockroaches,  silver  fish,  snails  and  other  insects  of  little 
medical  significance.  There  were  no  cases  of  fleas  or  hugs. 

One  interesting  case  arose  following  a request  by  the 
Manager  of  a woollen  mill  to  investigate  insects  in  the  wool. 
Investigation  showed  that  the  insects  were  of  a beetle  nature 
and  had  apparently  been  introduced  into  the  mill  in  a 
consignment  of  imported  wool.  * combined  treatment  of  D.D.T. 
and  B.H.C.  resolved  the  situation. 

Where  speciments  were  found  unusual  or  difficult  to 
identify  the  ready  assistance  of  the  Zoology  Department  of 
the  West  of  Scotland  College  of  Agriculture  was  much  appreciated. 


Noise  Abatement. 


There  were  no  serious  complaints  under  this  heading  from 
any  of  the  areas  of  the  county.  A complaint  which  necessitated 
14  visits  of  investigation  related  to  the  disturbance  of 
householders  by  metal  hammering  in  and  around  a blacksmith  and 
metal  workers  premises.  These  complaints  arose  on  Sunday 
mornings  and  at  irregular  intervals  during  the  day  and  evening. 
An  attempt  was  made  to  reconcile  the  views  expressed  by  the 
parties  concerned  with  some  limited  success  for  complaints  had 
ceased  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Such  complaints  are  very  difficult  to  deal  with  and  can 
prove  a real  annoyance  to  those  disturbed.  Indeed  it  is 
sometimes  difficult  to  determine  whether  it  is  harder  to  bear 
this  type  of  noise  or  the  waiting  for  it  to  recur. 

Caravan  Sites. 


There  is  one  licensed  residential  site  for  fifteen  caravans. 
It  is  well  kept  and  provided  with  amenities  and  there  was  no 
cause  for  complaint . 

Some  difficulty  was  experienced  by  unauthorised  use  of 
sites  in  various  parts  of  the  county  by  itinerant  workers. 
Eventually  they  moved  to  other  sites. 

Planning  permission  was  granted  for  a holiday  site  but  no 
submissions  were  made  to  the  licensing  authority. 

Health  Education. 


Concurrently  with  the  Clean  Air  Exhibition  the  chance  was 
taken  along  with  the  Medical  Officer  to  deal  with  the  dangers 
of  smoking. 

As  in  previous  years  talks  were  given  to  various  interested 
groups  on  a wide  range  of  subjects  and  also  to  National  Conferences. 

One  innovation  which  was  welcomed  was  a request  from  a group 
of  Co-operative  Societies  for  talks  to  new  entrants  in  the  food  trade 
and  Mr.  Ferguson,  Chief  Assistant  in  the  Department  gave  5 talks  to 
pupils  in  Alloa  Academy  and  Lomshill  Academy  sitting  "Q11  grade 
examinations  in  Anatomy,  Physiology  and  Health, 

Factories  Act,  1961. 

Details  of  visits  made  under  the  above  Act  are  given  in  the 
tableswhich  follow  . There  were  no  serious  contraventions  and 
in  the  main  defects  related  to  unclean  or  otherwise  defective 
sanitary  conveniences. 

Close  liason  was  maintained  with  the  Factory  Inspector  for 
the  area.

With  the  passing  of  the  Social  Work  (Scotland)  Act,  1968,  in  July 
of  this  year,  it  is  hoped  that  the  County  Council  will  take  advantage 
of  the  opportunity  offered  by  this  forward-looking  legislation,  to 
create  a Social  Work  Department  in  keeping  with  modern  social  'work 

principles. 


Residential  Accommodation 


There  has  been  a steady  demand  for  residential  accommodation, 
mainly  for  Ludgate  House,  which  is  modern  and  centrally  situated. 

The  unfortunate  compulsory  evacuation  of  the  combined  residential 
accommodation  at  Orchard  House,  Stirling,  in  April,  to  an  inferior 
type  of  accommodation  at  Bellsdyke  Hospital,  Larbert,  has  resulted 
in  mental  and  physical  deterioration  of  the  cases  transferred.  The 
waiting  list  at  the  end  of  the  year  for  all  residential  accommodation 
was  thirteen.
